Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your 
district  for  the  year  1937. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  maintained  its  high  standard 
of  1036  which  is  satisfactory.  The  Death  Rate  shows 
a  marked  rise  and  not  only  is  this  evidenced  on  the  rate 
for  1936  but  also  on  t  e  rate  of  the  country  for  the 
current  year.  Unfortunately,  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
shows  an  undesirable  increase  and  is  higher  than  for  the 
c  ountry . 

By  halving  the  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  and 
maintaining  the  standard  rate  of  scarlet  fever,  infectious 
disease  has  been  well  controlled. 

Incorporated  is  a  summary  of  the  work  carried  out 
by  the  Public  Health  Staff  and  I  take  this  opportunity 
of  thanking  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Housing  Manager 
for  his  care  and  attention  in  carrying  out  the  duties  of 
his  office  in  co-operation  with  me.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  rural  district  of  Wellington  while  having  within 
its  boundary  part  of  that  area  which  is  the  most  highly 
developed  Industrially  of  any  part  of  Shropshire,  remains 
nevertheless  mainly  a  rural  district.  Engineering  works, 
foundries,  brickworks  and  a  number  of  small  collieries 
are  situated  in  the  parishes  of  Donnington,  Hadley,  Ketley 
and  Lawley  and  In  these  parts  the  main  concentration  of  the 
population  is  found. 

The  plain  to  the  North  and  West  is  sparsely  inhabited  by 
a  population  mainly  engaged  in  agriculture  and  farming. 

In  this  part  of  the  district  there  is  a  beet  factory 
and  during  the  year  a  creamery  has  been  established 
by  the  Milk  Marketing  Board  at  Crudgington. 

Except  in  close  proximity  to  the  industrial  centres  the 
inhabitants  enjoy  the  amenities  of  country  life.

Birmingham  University  still  carries  out  all 
bacteriological  and  pathological  examinations  under  the 
County  Council  Scheme  as  there  is  no  County  Laboratory.

SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  of  the  AREA 


Water  Supply  The  district  is  in  part  served  by  pipe  water  supply 
Drainage  &  from  the  following  sources:-  Wellington  Urban, 
Sewage.  Dawley  Urban  and  Lilleshall,  the  last  supply  being 

the  only  one  within  the  Rural  District.  A  large 
part  of  the  area  is  served  by  localised  pump  or 
private  well  supply. 

The  supply  to  Edgmond  village  is  now  complete  and  It 
is  expected  further  extensions  will  be  made  in  this 
area.  Small  extensions  have  been  made  in  the 
Wrockwardine  district.  New  Works  is  still  without 
water  and  a  scheme  for  serving  this  district  Is  in 
abeyance  pending  the  re-ad justment  of  the  boundary. 

A  small  extension  was  completed  at  Donnington  for 
the  Housing  Scheme  there. 
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Examination  of  pump  smpply  has  shown  from  timo  to 
time  unsatisfactory  results  in  various  parishes  arid 
constant  supervision  is  necessary  to  ensure  the 
supply  of  potable  water  and  thus  the  protection  of 
the  health  of  tho  residents  in  these  parts. 

The  water  supply  to  the  whole  district  has  received 
careful  consideration  but  novor-tho -lo s s  much  must 
yet  be  done. 

Water  Examination  Tho  supply  from  Lilloshall  has 
been  shown  to  be  satisfactory  but  hard. 

During  £he  year  14  samples  wero  submitted  for 
analysis,  12  being  taken  from  pump  supplies  in  the 
district  and  2  samples  from  public  supplies  which 
wero  found  to  be  of  good  quality. 

Of  the  12  samples  from  pump  supplies  7  wero  found 
not  in  all  respects  satisfactory,  necessitating 
only  the  cleaning  out  of  tho  wells  or  minor 
improvements  to  render  the  supplies  satisfactory. 

One  sample  was  found  to  bo  unsuitable  owing  to  the 
presence  of  sulphuretted'  hydrogon;off orts  are  in 
progress  to  remedy  this  defect. 

The  sewerage  schome  at  Hadley  has  progressed 
favourably  and  early  completion  is  expected.  Tho 
sewage  disposal  works  at  Hadley  to  moet  this  scheme 
aro  being  enlarged  and  modernised  at  a  cost  of 
£32,000.  The  Lawloy  scheme  has  boon  hold  up  for  the 
present  but  it  is  anticipated  that  work  will  bo 
re-started  this  year.  The  Donnington  scheme  has  had 
to  bo  dealt  with  by  temporary  measures  to  moot  the 
requirements  of  tho  newly  housod  slum  clearance 
populati on.

Refuse  collection  on  a  systematic  basis  has  been  extended. 
During  the  year  the  Council  have  extended  the  scavenging 
area  for  house  refuse  to  the  parishes  of  Lilleshall,  Donnington 
Wood  Ward,  and  Edgmond,  in  addition  to  the  parishes  of  Hadley 
and  Wellington  Rural  previously  scavenged.  The  Work  is 
carried  out  by  Contract  to  controlled  tips.  Stops  are  being 
taken  towards  the  abolition  of  existing  ashpits  in  these  areas 
and  for  the  provision  of  galvanised  dust  bins  and  during  the 
year  129  dustbins  havo  been  provided  in  the  scavenging  areas.

In  a  few  cases  minor  repairs  have  been  requested,  and  in  two 
cases  the  slaughterhouses  are  required  to  be  situated  in 
improved  positions. 

4.  Remarks:  The  quality  of  the  meat  in  the  district  is  very  good, 

and  with  the  exception  of  offals,  or  as  the  result  of  local 
injuries,  no  condemnation  of  a  serious  nature  has  been  necessary. 

There  are  16  licensed  slaughter  houses  situated  in  various  parts 
of  the  district  which  are  generally  well  conducted,  minor  repairs 
have  been  requested  in  a  few  instances  and  in  two  cases  new 
slaughter  houses  are  being  required  in  improved  positions. 

The  quality  cf  the  meat  killed  in  the  district  is  very  good  but 
owing  to  the  very  scattered  positions  of  the  slaughterhouses 
over  a  wide  area  it  is  impossible  to  make  detailed  inspections 
of  all  the  meat  killed,  also  owing  to  the  fact  that,  of  necessity, 
the  slaughtering  days  have  often  to  be  altered.

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  and  other  DISEASE. 


The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  year  was  low  and  this  in 
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some  measure  may  be  due  to  the  response  made  to 
Immunisation.  In  the  district  665  applications  were 
received  for  protection  against  diphtheria  and  462  cases 
were  completed. 

Scarlet  Fever  remains  in  numbers  much  the  same  as  previous 
year  while  the  disease  has  generally  been  of  a  mild  nature. 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  use  was  made  of  the  Newport 
Isolation  Hospital  for  cases  occurring  anywhere  within  the 
district  where  the  disease  was  mild  and  home  conditions  had.
